SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording comprising: Piss Power /Doctor-Piss/Color 
Climax Bestsellers Programme No. 231 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording concentrates on urination interspersed with explicit presentations 
of sexual activity. These presentations are included to legitimise this behaviour for the 
purpose of sexual arousal and therefore the video recording promotes and supports 
the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of 
this publication are prescribed by law. For the reasons given above, this publication is 
considered to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993, thus deeming the publication objectionable. 

In regard of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, the classification of this 
publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is 
consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) are deemed 
to be objectionable. The classification reflects the concern of "a free and democratic 
society" to limit the availability of publications that promote and support activities such 
as the use of urine in association with sexual conduct.
